Even a partial remission is fraughl 
with risks. The main objective of all en- 
deuvours must first and foremost be 
that of restoring the debtor countries" 
credlitworthiness su as t0 censure ACCESS 
to the [unds they need for future deve- 
lopment (as opposed to debt funding).

A study group frum the US Academy 
of Sciences produced some scathing ceri” 
tiebsm uf the Americun export cuntrvl 
policy in the field ul technology transfer: 

“Ihe result (of this policy) is û com- 
plex and confusing system uf cunlrul.

that their sales had declined: 

e ln over.212 individual cases 326 per 
cent had to drop business deuls with 
clients from the free workl, and 

e 38 per cent had business dealings with 
clients who turned to non-American 
partners. 1: 

All these firms blamed their problems 
on US export controls. 

The Academy of Sciences was able 10 
canfîrm that the export policy leads t0 
fewer investments and lower growth rates. 

Admittedly, such economic reper 
sions do have a positive effect.

ied and in which teachers gave sexual 
education just “becnuse of the six to 
cight thousand known cases of Aicls in 
Germany.” 

He told the judge he had always 
preached abstinence to his daughter. 
The deep rift between the school and 
the parents had plunged the child into 
insoluble moral conflict. 

The schaol had been guilty of a seri- 
ous violation of “parental rights”, and 
his refusal to allow the girl to attend 
classes had been his way of objecting. 

On 15 July, L987, the daughter, Eva, 
was told that she would have to repeat’ 
a yeur because of poor marks, particu- 
larly in German anû religion. 

The father claimed that the marks 
werê not due to duliness but because the 
girl had apinions which contradicted 
those of the teachers.and because she 
had expressed Ihe “healthy opinion of

In ihe 
frsi half of this year, the climb steep- 
enced: 40 dead in Hamburg, 39 in Ber- 
lin, 28 İn Frankfuri.
